1. MONDAY, FEBRUARY 16, 1976: 

(A) ARRIVAL - AT CONSLUSION OF NATIONAL ANTHEM THE 
FOREIGN MINISTER AND THE SECRETARY WILL AWAIT THE GREETING 
BY THE COMMANDING OFFICER OF THE GUARD OF HONOR BEFORE 
MOVING FORWARD. 

A VENEZUELAN PROTOCOL OFFICER WILL ANNOUNCE THE 
FOREIGN MINISTER S WELCOMING REMARKS AS WELL AS THE 
SECRETARY'S ARRIVAL STATEMENT. 

(B) WREATH LAYING CEREMONY - THE SECRETARY WILL BE 
ESCORTED INTO THE PANTHEON BY FOREIGN MINISTER. THE

REST OF THE PARTY WILL FOLLOW. WHEN THE SECRETARY AND 
THE FOREIGN MINISTER REACH THE SARCOPHAGUS, THEY WILL 
MAKE A SLIGHT BOW. BEFORE THE SARCOPHAGUS THE FOREIGN 
MINISTER WILL HOLD HIS PLACE. AMBASSADOR SHLAUDEMAN 
WILL STEP FORWARD TO ASSIST THE SECRETARY WITH THE 
WREATH. THE SECRETARY AND THE AMBASSADOR WILL THEN
